ber ofmen on both ſides: At laſt the Dragoons came up to the Compa- 
nies with one piece of Cannon, and the General on tie Head of them, 
encouraging and deſiring them to Charge the Rebels, which they 
perform'd ſo vigorouſly, that they beat them into the middle of the 
phin Field, where the Horſe Guards and Oxford's Regiment of Horſe 
Charged their ns þ The Scots purſued the Rebels over a great 
many Ditches, killed a conſiderable number of them, took 300 Pri- 
ſoners, the 2 piece of Cannon'and 5 Colours for their own ſhare, one 
of which 1s:the Grand Rebels own Colours, with Motto in Gold 
Letters, Fear nothing but GOD, the firſt he Landed with in Englard, 
taken as it is reported, by Captain Robert Hacket.
